UNFORTUNATELY YOUR LETTER OF JULY 31 INVITING MEMBERS OF THE 
FEDERAL AVIATION ADMINISTRATION STAFF TO VISIT MOSCOW DURING 

THE WEEK OF AUGUST 6-10 WAS NOT RECEIVED IN MY OFFICE UNTIL 
THE MORNING OF AUGUST 8. IT WAS, THEREFORE, IMPOSSIBLE TO 
ACCEPT THE INVITATION DURING THAT TIME PERIOD. 

YOUR KIND WORDS REGARDING THE FAA PARTICIPATION IN THE 
S O VIET -AMERICAN SYMPOSIUM LAST MONTH ARE VERY MUCH APPRE- 
CIATED. WE ALSO FEEL THAT THE SYMPOSIUM PROVIDED AN 
EXCELLENT START FOR LONG AND CLOSE COOPERATION BETWEEN OUR 
AGENCIES. WITH THIS IN MIND, I BELIEVE THAT A FOLLOW-ON 
VISIT. AS YOU HAVE SUGGESTED, WOULD BE MOST BENEFICIAL IN
